the crowds. Ten minutes later, anoth- 
er report, and a deep hush fell upon the 
multitude. 
The stillness was unbroken 


from then until the third gun, at ton 
minutes to 3 o'clock, which was fol- 
lowed precisely at nine minntea of 3 
by an explosion in a straight nnd seem- 
ingly narrow line, running north and 
south for about three hundred yards, 
while the water arose three or four feet 
high. A dull thud was heard, the 
jocks trembled beneath the feet of the 
multitude, and the water, which ap- 
peared to remain stationary for an in- 
stant, broke and spurted up in irregular 
masses, mixed with tbe dark smoke of 
the dynamite, then it fell back, and in 
a moment the river resumed its peace- 
ful aspect. Then » mighty cheer arose 
from the northeast side of the city, and 
from the steamers and boats, whistles 
were blown aad bells rung out joyously 
and all was over. There was no con- 
cussion, and not a pane of glass was 
broken. Immediately after the explo- 
sion, hundreds of rowboats set out, anx- 
ious to have the honor of first passing 
over the scene ot the explosion.
